The Question of Chinese Sovereignty 
in Manchuria and Japan’s “Sphere 
of Influence” in Corea Are Rein- 

_ gisted Upon in Final Note. 


RELATIONS OF TWO POWERS 
PRACTICALLY UNCHANGED 


The Crux of the Situation Seems to 
Be Russia’s Refusal’ to Admit the 
Right of Japan to a Voice in the 
Settlement of Manchuria’s Status. 


LONDON, Jan. 14.—Minister Hayashi re- 
ceived today the text of the Japanese re- 
ply to Russia’s last note. 

It does not contain an ultimatum, but re- 
iterates Japan’s original demands with 
what Baron Hayashi terms “a modification 
on a minor point.” 

“The questions of Chinese sovereignty in 
Manchuria and Japan's sphere of influence 
fn Corea are reinsisted upon. 

Minister Hayashi said: “So far as I can 
see, the relations of the two powers re- 
garding the dispute practically are un- 
changed. I have no indication of the re- 
ception this note is likely to meet at the 
hands of the Russian government, but I 
expect the negotiations will continue for 
several weeks.” 

The Daily Mail's Tokio correspondent 
Says that Japan's last note is couched in 
most courteous language, but that‘it re- 
affirms absolutely and unequivocally Ja- 
pan's inability to accept Russia's proposals 
either. as regards Corea or Manchuria, 

The crux of the situation is still Russia's 
gefusal to admit the right of Japan to a 
volce in the settlement Of pbanmmmivtarion. 2 f- 
Which Japan considers one of its most

A Paris dispatch says that France has 
as yet taken no action in the question of 
mediation between Russia and Japan, but 
it is learned that the powers desirous of 
peace are considering the advisability of 
such a step. Whether the proposed action 
will be joint or independent, remains to 
be determined. 

Thus far the representations which Great 
Britain has made to Japan and which 
France has made to Russia have been in 
the way of advice and that some pacific

Only Surviver of Eighty-Foot Plunge 
Through Shaft in Shoe Factory 
Tells of Fatal Haste of Comrades to 
Board Platform. 


MISTAKE OF IDENTIFIERS

Three of the Boys, Under Legal Age 
for Employment, Had City Permits 
to Work—Father and Son Die 
Together. 


At 2 o'clock Thursday afternoon an In- 
quest was begun into the causes of the ac- 
cident that led to the death of eight boys 
and one man and the injury of. another 
boy in the elevator shaft of the Brown 
Shoe Co., Eleventh street and Washing- 
ton avenue, Wednesday evening, as told in 
a Post-Dispatch extra. 

The coroner will make an effort to fix the 
responsibility and to learn whether proper 
safeguards against such an accident were 
taken. 

The accident was caused by a part of 
the crowd of employes raising the ele- 
vator gate on the sixth floor while the 
elevafor car wes at the gate on the floor 
above. The boys i@f front were pushed 
into the shaft and plunged to death, 8 
feet below. 

James Johnson, 22 years old, of 2815 South 
Eighteenth street, the elevator conductor, 
who was arrested and held for the coroner 
by the police, talks frankly of the accident. 

“It was just at quitting time,’’ says John- 

son, “and when the bell rang on the sixth 
floor I -pulled the car up. The men and 
boys were crowded against the gate so that 
I could not raise it. They were pushing 
and shovin@ to get into the car and there 
was a great crush from behind. 
“I tried to open the gate several times, 
but when I ‘saw that I couldn't I told them 
I would come back for them when they got 
ready to stand back so I could open. the 
gate. Then I pulled the car on up to the 
seventh floor. 

“When I got to the seventh I heard the 
mate raised at the sixth floor. Then I 
heard the cries of those who saw the boys 
fall.” ‘e 

George Pell, an employe in thé basement, | 
ran to the bottom of the shaft when he 
thought he heard boxes falling there. He 
found a.plle.of dead and dying boys. He 
ran to 8. A. Spinney, a superintendent in 
the basement. Together they returned to

Tony Kirchner, son of Sigfried Kirchner 
of 12:44 Franklin avenue, the only survivor 
of the tragic plunge. is at the City Hos- 
pital with injuries from which he will re- 
cover. He is 14 years old. 

George Watson, one of the victims, was 
not quite 11 years old, and had been work- 
ing in the factory a year. He lived with 
his widowed mother and five little sisters 
on the second floor of 2915 Indiana avenue, 
where his mother took in washing to help 


support the family. The Giocomo boy, who 
was killed with his father, was only 12 
years old. Both families say they secured 
permits for the boys to work, satisfyin the 
factory inspector that the earnings of the 
children were necessary in the support of 


the families. 

Mre. Clara Albrecht of 3024 Minnesota 
avenue called at the morgue Thursday 
morning and identified the body of the 
boy identified by his companions as Robert 
Hoffman as Gustave Albrecht, aged 14, her

The 
gate in front of which we were standing 
is made of canvas, wood and wire. 
We heard the elevator coming, and those 
behind came pushing forward crowding 
those of us in front right up against the 
te. I suppose: the gate is about six 
nches from the edge of the shaft. 
When the gate is down you cannot see 
the inside of the shaft. A canvas screen 
over the gate framework shuts out the 
view. Home men in the crowd yelled to the 
boy to hurry up and take us on, and then 
some one in front the gate.

Young Bride. 


Mother-in-Law Unable to Stand At- 
torney’s Rebukes and Is Taken 
From Court. 


Mrs. Harry M. Borngesser, Jr., won her 
suit in the Circuit Court, against the par- 
ents of her husband for the alienation of 
his affections. 

The jury, after being out 18 minuté€s, re- 
turned a verdict of $6000 against Harry M. 
Borngesser, Sr., and his wife. 

Mrs. Borngesser sued for $20,000—$10,000 
actual and $10,000 punitive damages. Judge 
Wood ruled, however, that no punitive 
damages could be assessed. e 

The defendant gave notice of appeal. 

During the argument of the plaintiff's 
atterney. Mrs. Borngesser, Sr., was 680 
overcome by the arraignment of the young 
wife’s attorney of herself, husband and 
son, that she broke down in sobs and 
finally had to be taken out of court to be 
revivea. 

The trial closed shortly before noon with 
arguments of the attarneys. Attorney I. 
A. Steber for the plaintiff dwelt on the 
story of the case as brought out by the 
evidence and the threat of young Born- 
gesser’s parents to prosecute him for per- 
jury if he did not give up his wife. For 
the defense Judge William M. Kinsey spoke 
at length of the rignts of parents and 
touched lightly on the evidence. 

Through a deposition taken in Washing- 
ton, Harry M. Borngesser, Jr., testified 
that he left his wife because his father 
would not provide for him otherwise. 

Mrs. Borngesser, Sr., testified that she 
refused to allow her son's bride to see him 
at the family residence, 41% Russell avenue. 
Mrs. Borngesser, Sr., further admitted that 


she had said she would rather send her son 
to the penitentiary than allow him to live 
with his wife.

‘Sweetwater Henry,’’ who, according to 
workhouse jegend, vowed @ y ago that 
he would never, while alive, leave the walls: 
of his prison, is about to break that v j 


He.and Superintendent -Scullv...of | the 
workhouse have agreed that, within the 
next seven’ days, they will pay a long-post- 
poned visit to the World's. Fair grounds 
and that—this is “Sweetwater’s” own sug- 
gestion—they will havea boftle or two of 
beer ore they return. 

When “Sweetwater” passes through the 
workhouse gates on th's journey it will be 
the first time that he has left the prison 
since the summer of 1870, when, during Su- 
perintendent Fitzgerald's reign at the 
‘works,’ he was ‘‘sent up’ to work out a 
$19 fine for disturbing the peace. 

Workhouse legend has‘ it that the com- 
plaining witness at the trial was “Sweet- 
water's” wife. of six months, and that the 
man becamé bitter against her. Half a 
year before he and h'‘s bride had- taken a 
bridal trip to the ‘husband's old home In 
Bavaria. Soon after their return Henry— 
he was not “Sweetwater” then—itndulged 
too freely, became boisterous and abusive 
and was arrested. In police court his wife 


testified against him, he was fined $10: - His da 


wife refusing to pay his fine. he was sent to 
the workhouse. 

As the story runs, Henry 
once morose. He was ‘a large: strong. 
heavy-set man; his musclés were like steel, 
his hair was light and plentiful, and his 
round face was smooth and ruddy. There 
were no wrinkles at the edge of his blue 
eyea—no gray, in the heavy brows that 
overhung them. But the eyes the:nselves 
grew hard, the mouth’s Ines were drawn

Mme. Masqueray’s Lecture So Charms 
Them That They Forget All 
About Their English. 


DO TWO CONTINENTS IN A DAY 


From Sunny Italy and the Adriatic 
Coast to the “Charmiant” Amer- 
ica Is Their Journey. 


Back to the land of France’ went the 
members of the St. Louis Woman's Club 
as they listened to. Mme. Masqueray. 
mother of E. L. Masqueray, chief of de- 
sign of the World’s Fair, tell some of the 
incidents of her life in the language of 
her native Jand. 

With her they traveled Wednesday after- 
noon across the ocean to the new America 
and met the Americans, who were kind 
but who spoke a different language 

With her they went to Italy and watched 
her son work for honor and ability. Bven 
those who could not understand her words 
were charmed by her expression and en- 
thusiasm into knowing some of the story. 
having as their guide the little outline giv- 
en by Mrs. E. A. Wilson in introducing 
Mme. Masqueray. 

Mme. Masqueray spoke in the green 
drawing room. Before her was a small 
table on which a vase of tall carnations 
stood. About her were half circles of ax- 
pectant women. Her gown was of cham- 
pagne colored silk. Her flowers were vio- 
lets. 

Mrs. Wilson introduced Mme. Masque- 
ray in English, but Mme. Masqueray made 
no use of that tongue except in quoting 
Americans. 

She began by telling of her coming to 
America. She is a widow and Mr. - 
ry . ae ony child. ta 

e left France several years ago for 
America. After he was in this country for 
some time he wrote home asking his. moth- 
er to come. Then did she have to decide 
between ber love for her son and a wom- 
an's love for home. She thought some time 
but mother love won and she started for 
America. 

She was unaccompanied and was bothered 
by seasicknesgs the first day out. The oc- 
cupant of the next stateroom was an Amer- 
ican woman, the mother of seven children. 
She was traveling without male escort. 
This gave Mme. Masqueray courage. 

She became better the next day, and 
made the acquaintance of the other - 
sengers. Their conversation was lim{ted. 
At last the ecean voyage was done and the 
steamer reached the harbor of New Y¥ork. 
— son and his friends were there to meet 
er. 

Then began her struggle with the English 
language. Foga number of years she lived 
in the suburbs of New- York, @ut her life 
was lonely because the son was busy at 
his work all day and there were few that 
could speak ‘with her. 

She concluded her story of her trip to 
America by complimenting the American 
people. ‘‘Charmant, gaie,’’ she called them. 

Thén she told of her visit to Italy. Near 
her sat Miss Thekla Bernays, with whom 
she consuled at various times about terms 
which she wished to make clear. 

She spoke of the beautiful sunshine of 
Marseilles, asking her hearers before she 
did so “Connaissez vous, Marseilles?’’ 

Mme. Masqueray lavished praise on blue- 
skied Italy and talked of the cities she 
passed through on her way to Rome. To 
cathedrals and beautiful churches she gave 
some description. 

From Rome she went with her son be- 
yond the Apennines to the coast of the 
Adriatic, where she visited the palace of 
Urbino. 

The heautiful eves of the children of 
ftaly, the work of their mothers and even 
the chickens and the animals of the coun- 
trv were tordes of which she spoke. 

Her rapture when viewing the tall 
mighty Apennines was given to her hear- 
ers. 


How M. Masqueray 
‘Won the Prix de Rome. 


Mme. Masgueray rested a few moments 
after talking @ Italy and then at the re- 
quest of Mrs. Wilson told how her son 


obtained the prix de Rome. 

She described the careful tests made by 
the authorities and the hard work and 
suspense of the students who must enter 
three contests, one after thé other, before 
becoming victorious. M. Masquray won the 
prize at the age of 19. , 

When Mme. Masqueray’s talk was done 
the charm of the French language had so 
won her hearers that they addressed each 
other in French.

Tam- 
many, of? course, will lead the outside del~ 
egations with its special trains and its 10w 
or more braves. The Cook County March- 
ing Club from Chicago is expected to bring 
almost as many. The Jacksen Club of 
Washington, and the Erie County Club of 
Buffalo will send several hundred and oth- 
er clubs will come from Cincinnati, Al- 
bany, Louisville, Kansas City and numer- 
ous other cities. It is expected that, with 
the Jefferson Club of St. Louis, there will 
be at least 20,000 marching men at the con- 
vention.

POLES FROM MONSTER TREES. 


Arrive at World's Fair Grounds for 
Washington State Building.

BIG BELLS FOR ART HILL. 


German Building Cupola Will Contain 
Part of a Chime. 


Three enormous steel bells reached the 
World's Fair grounds Thurscay and will 


soon be in place in the cupola of the Ger- 
man pg on Art Hill. The largest of 
the bells welghs 9000 pounds, and all are 
rarely rich in tone. 

e The early arrival of the metal figure, 17 
feet high, which will surmount the cupola 
is expected. The figure is after a drawing 
by Schlueter, a famous German architect 
and artist of 300 years ago, who was killed 
by command of Empress Catherine of Rus- 
sia, and is allegorical. The original, which 
stands in the chancel of the HBmperor’s 
palace at Scharlottenburger Schloss, com- 
memorates the famous deeds of the First 
Frederick. 

Another feature of the German pbuilding 
expected soon is the Emperor's silver set, 
which has been loaned to ornament the red 
velvet room, modeled after the same room 
in the Emperor's lace. The collection 
of 12 pieces weighs pounds. 

In the set is the boat presented by the 
nation to Frederick I on the founding of 
the Prussian empire in 1701, and the flagon 
from which he drank the health of the na- 
tion “J the presentation piece.
